The Largest Hoot and Shoe Concern of That
Kind in the World.

Loxpox, Nov. T.—A striking proof of
the steady progress of the principle of co-
operative production was given vesterday
at Leicester, where over 500 delegates from
all parts of the kingdom assembled to assist
st the formal opening of the largest co-
operative boot aund shoe factory in the
world. The fuctory stands on’ six acres of
ground. The buildings ecost £30,000, and
when fitted with machinery the totul outla;
will have been £50,000. The working capi-
tal will be £250,000, and the factory will be
able to turn onf 50,000 pairs of boots every
‘!'l"k.

Thin huge enterprise has been, and will
oontinue to be, mane by workingmen,
anid the men who make the boots will share
i the profits earned by their labor. Lord
Derby recently declared that if the lot of
the working classes is to be permanently
improved it will be by means of co-opera-
tive production and distribution rather
than by State aid and sociulistic nostrums,
and a good many hard-headed men agree
with His Lordship.
